Highlights from the May Meeting: 


The meeting was called to order at 7:30 pm by club president Dave Spoelstra, NOKT. 
There were around 50 in attendance, including 3 brand new hams. Dave announced that 
new techs would get a free year of membership in the club. Dave read the letter that 
future new hams will get, announcing their complementary year of membership. The 
June meeting will be the annual auction, with Tom Chance, K9XV, as the “auctioneer”. 
For the new folks, Dave explained about the auction. Ken Bandy, KJ9B made an 
announcement about the W9ISF State Fair Special Event Station coming up in August 
(See more later in this newsletter). Ken also announced that he had been contacted by a 
representative from the Indianapolis Public Library regarding ARRL handbooks from 
1942 and on available in the reference section (More on this later in this newsletter also). 
Mike Sercer, WA9FDO announced that he had advance sale tickets for the Indy Ham 
Fest. He awarded one free ticket each to the hamfest to the three new hams at the 
meeting. Dave announced that the club will have a table at the hamfest, and will need 
some help manning the table. Steve Curtis, ND9C announced that he had 11 people at 
the foxhunt, and that there will be another one on June | at Southeastern park at 1:00pm. 
Bob Burns, W9BU announced that starting this Sunday, May 12, the ARES SSB net will 
move to 40 meters, on 7280 LSB at 5:00pm local time. Bob Osterhous, W9PSE 
announced that Hank Wolfla, K9LZJ is going to be going in for another back operation 
next Monday. There was a request for a note in the newsletter of local nets and repeaters. 
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(Point your browser to http://www.indyhams.org/nets for a very thorough listing of nets 
and frequencies, both HF and on area repeaters). Rhonda Curtis, WS9H announced that 
there are a few tickets left for the bus to Dayton. Dave announced that Field Day will be 
at Camp Belzer, in the area of Fall Creek and Shadeland. Dave will create a Google 
Form to sign up for operating at Field Day. The Hilltop contest is pending. It will 
probably be in September. It was announced that on May 23, the Marion County ARES 
group is having their quarterly meeting at the Marion County EOC in the old East Gate 
mall. Dave said he is having lots of good suggestions on operating opportunities. This is 
great, but we need folks to step up and volunteer to organize these functions. The IRC 
club station is moving forward. There is a new lock on the door, and the equipment is 
being assessed, and determining what needs to be fixed, etc... Dave also solicited the 
group for topics for future meetings. Contact Dave or any officer (listed at the end of this 
newsletter) with ideas for future meeting topics. 


Next Bob Osterhous, W9PSE, started his presentation on the promotion of ham radio. 
Bob is called “Uncle Bob” by quite a few in the club. He asked about how many had 
Elmers when they got started, and how many have been Elmers. About half of those 
present had both. Bob's interest in radio started early, and he has been a ham since 1950. 
A couple of years ago, Bob hooked the IRC up with a ham from Ohio, Dee Logan, 
W1HEO, that had started a newsletter called “The Ham Radio Promoter’. Newsletters, 
as well as other promotional materials, are now available on line, at http://neoham.org/. 
Bob had some anecdotal ham radio stories, for instance a fellow that “tightened” all the 
IF cans in his new rig before firing it up. There was also a story about a ham that had 
cold solder joints on a Heathkit he was working on that were caused by “drop soldering” 
from 4” above the work. There was the fellow that “Cooked” his rig, by heating it in his 
oven, as suggested to dry out the rig, to cure a drifting problem. Only problem was, he 
was supposed to put it in the oven at 150 degrees for 45 minutes, not 2 hours at 350 
degrees as he did! This melted all of the plastic components on the rig. Bob also told 
about a house that was for sale in Chicago, that had 8 crescent wrenches hanging in the 
trees from where the ham that lived there had tried to put up wire antennas. Bob played a 
couple of videos that he has come across. One was the video from the Neoham.org site, 
and the other was a video put together by a British ham, at 
http://www.youtube.com/watch?v=agvAA7bbPOs. Bob also mentioned the Military 
Cross Band exercise, coming tomorrow, where the military stations transmit on their 
frequencies outside of the ham bands, and announce the ham frequencies that they are 
listening on. This event is always the Saturday before Dayton. Bob, who is very 
involved with the WW2IND USS Indianapolis Radio Room at the Indiana War 
Memorial, mentioned that Chuck, W9IH, Ted, KCOTRV, and Dave, N9K7ZJ, have been 
working on an army dog tag machine that is now operational at the War Memorial.

HURRICANE WATCH NET SEEKS NET CONTROL STATIONS 


With the 2013 hurricane season approaching, the National Hurricane Center (NHC) in 
Miami and the Hurricane Watch Net (HWN) are gearing up for what could be a very 
active storm season. In preparation for the upcoming season, the HWN is currently 
seeking new members who can serve as net control stations. 


The HWN provides on-the-ground, real-time weather data from Amateur Radio operators 
who volunteer their time to monitor their calibrated home weather stations. The stations 
report that data to the HWN, who in turn reports it to WX4NHC, the Amateur Radio 
station at the NHC. 


"The Hurricane Watch Net relies on volunteer operators -- our members -- who serve as 
our net control stations," HWN Net Manager Bobby Graves, KBSHAV, told the ARRL. 
"HWN members are hams who have above-average stations, are capable of effectively 
conducting HF net operations and are willing to commit their time to operating in support 
of the HWN's mission during net activations. The net sessions can be long and, at times, 
very stressful." 


The HWN primarily operates on 14.325 MHz, but Graves said that given the current solar 
activity, the HWN is looking for new members who can help with net control station 
duties on the low end of the 40 meter phone band. "If 20 meters goes away, we lose the 
ability to effectively communicate with our reporting stations or the NHC," he said. "By 
expanding our operation to 40 meters, we can easily change over when propagation 
changes." 


Graves told the ARRL that the HWN is especially looking for new members with stations 
that can effectively communicate with Central America and the Caribbean, Mexico, the 
Gulf Coast, the East Coast and South Texas. "As we head into the 2013 hurricane season, 
we're looking for qualified amateurs who are located anywhere within North America or 
the Caribbean," he said. "We are also looking for bilingual hams. We recognize that some 
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Latin American operators hesitate to check in and send reports to us if they aren't fluent 
in English, so we're also interested in hearing from hams who are fluent in both Spanish 
and English. When we're working storms that are either affecting or threatening areas 
where Spanish is the language of choice, we always try to have one or more bilingual 
HWN members on hand to help with reporting." 


While HWN membership is required to serve as a net control station, radio amateurs do 
not need to be an HWN member in order to participate as an HWN reporting station that 
provides observed or measured weather reports, or relay assistance as required by HWN 
net control.

TOM WHEELER NOMINATED AS FCC CHAIRMAN 


On Wednesday, May 1, President Barack Obama announced that he has nominated Tom 
Wheeler to be the new Chairman of the Federal Communications Commission. If the 
Senate confirms the nomination, Wheeler will replace Julius Genachowski who 
announced his resignation from the FCC in March. Pending Wheeler's confirmation, FCC 
Commissioner Mignon Clyburn -- the agency's soon-to-be senior Democrat -- will serve 
as the Commission's acting chairman. 


Wheeler, 67, has served as an informal adviser to Obama in recent years and has been a 
major fundraiser for his political campaigns. He has a background as a venture capitalist 
and as a lobbyist for the communications industry. He is the former President of the 
National Cable Television Association (NCTA, now known as National Cable & 
Telecommunications Association) and former Chief Executive Officer of the Cellular 
Telecommunications & Internet Association (CTIA). Currently, he is a Managing 
Director at Core Capital Partners, a venture capital firm in Washington, DC. 


Currently, Wheeler is Chairman of the FCC's Technological Advisory Council and 
Chairman of the State Department's Advisory Committee on International 
Communications and Information Policy (ACICIP). Wheeler was a fundraiser for 
Obama during both his 2008 and 2012 campaigns. In 2009, Wheeler led the Obama- 
Biden Transition Project's Agency Review Working Group that was responsible for the 
science, technology, space and arts agencies. Wheeler has served on the President's 
Intelligence Advisory Board since 2011. 


Wheeler is the author of Mr. Lincoln's T-Mails, a book on Abraham Lincoln's use of the 
telegraph. "Mr Wheeler has experienced the revolution in telecommunications as both a 
policy expert and advocate, as well as a businessman," states the author page for Mr. 
Lincoln's T-Mails. "As an entrepreneur, he started or helped start multiple companies 
offering new cable, wireless and video communications services. As a policy expert he 
has been intimately engaged in the development of the government's telecommunications 
policy at both the legislative and regulatory level."
